D. H. Jackson, a prominent mining man, 
well known throughout Nevada, dis- 
posed of the mines ta n Chicago und 
Denver syndicate of which W. A. Parish 
is Manager. The sale includes 1,500 
feet each on the leads above named, 
also two placer claims adjoining the 
leads. The price paid lor a four-fifth 
interest in each of the mines was $75,- 
000. 
Mr. Farish left for San Francisco 


last evening to purchase machinery, 
which will be put in place immediately 
to reduce the ores.
